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ADDENDUM 


In  producing  this  publication,  the  occupational  and  industrial 
employment  projections  were  based  largely  on  multiple-regression 
techniques  and  the  past  trends  of  employment  in  the  Billings 
Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area.  The  most  current  data 
utilized  for  the  projections  are  for  1974.  However,  since  1974 
the  Billings  area  has  exhibited  an  unusually  high  growth  pattern 
and  our  labor  market  analysts  have  concluded  that  the  results  in 
this  publication  more  nearly, depict  employment  trends  for  1980 
rather  than  the  1985  profile.  Although  the  tables  and  narratives 
have  accounted  for  this,  the  cover  and  title  page  indicate  1985 
projections.

I.   EMPLOYMENT  BY  INDUSTRY  1980 

Employment  in  the  Billings  SMSA  is  forecasted  to  reach  53,500  workers 
by  1980.  This  represents  a  22.7%  increase  from  1974,  when  employment 
totaled  43,600  persons.  In  comparison,  the  state  as  a  whole  is  expected 
to  grow  \Mo   from  1974  to  1985.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  although 
the  forecasted  employment  growth  is  comparably  high,  it  is  still  below 
the  actual  rate  of  growth  from  1970  to  1974,  when  employment  in  the 
Billings  SMSA  grew  28%. 

1.  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fisheries 

The  number  of  people  employed  in  the  agricultural  sector  is  expected 
to  drop  between  1974  and  1980.  The  forecasted  employment  for  1980 
is  1,900  workers,  compared  with  2,330  in  1974.  This  industry  has 
been  moving  towards  greater  use  of  capital  and  less  labor  through- 
out this  century.  The  1970's  have  shown  no  reversal  in  this  trend. 
In  1974,  the  agriculture  industry  accounted  for  just  over  5%  of 
Yellowstone  County's  employment.  By  1980,  the  agriculture  industry's 
percentage  is  expected  to  dip  below  4?;.  Although  declining  in 
importance  in  terms  of  employment,  the  agriculture  industry  remains 
as  an  important  primary  industry  with  cash  receipts  that  flow  back 
into  the  local  economy.  In  fact,  the  finance  institutions,  various 
retail  and  wholesale  outlets,  including  farm  equipment  dealers, 
transportation  and  many  other  industries  derive  income  from  the 
agriculture  industry.  This  income,  in  turn,  created  additional 
jobs  for  the  Billings  economy. 

2.  Mining 

Due  to  the  continuing  decline  of  other  fossil  fuels,  the  coal 
industry  is  once  again  emerging  as  an  important  primary  industry 


in  Montana.  Strip  mining,  which  utili?:es  heavy  equipment  to  remove 
the  top  soil  away  from  underlying  coal  seams,  have  proven  to  be  an 
efficient  means  of  obtaining  eastern  Montana  coal.  As  such, 
Billings  has  been  receiving  many  of  the  benefits  of  this  form 
of  mining.  The  close  location  of  Billings  to  the  coal  areas  and 
its  attractive  spectrum  of  potential  workers,  shipping  facilities 
medical  treatment,  and  supportive  services  have  all  contributed  to 
this  development.  The  forecasted  employment  for  1980  is  670  workers, 
compared  with  510  in  1974. 

3.  Construction 

Employment  in  this  industrial  group  is  expected  to  reach  4,250 
people  by  1980.  This  represents  a  potential  growth  rate  of  23% 
from  1974  levels.  Spurred  by  rapid  population  growth,  new  housing 
and  commercial  buildings  will  be  needed  to  serve  the  needs  of 
Billings  area  residents. 

4.  Manufacturing 

Yellowstone  County  has  not  been  recognized  as  a  strong  manufacturing 
area  in  past  years.  Since  the  beginning  of  this  decade  this  trend 
has  begun  a  reversal ,  and  between  1970  and  1974  550  workers  were 
added  to  the  county's  manufacturing  payrolls.  Although  at  a 
somewhat  slower  rate,  the  manufacturing  industry  is  forecast  to 
continue  to  grow  through  1980,  reaching  4,300  workers,  up  14.7% 
from  1974. 

5.  Transportation  and  Public  Utilities 

After  experiencing  tremendous  growth  between  1970  and  1974,  the 
transportation,  communication  and  public  utilities  industrial 
group  is  expected  to  stablize  between  1974  and  1980,  with  employ- 
ment edging  upward  by  only  8%.  This  averages  out  to  about  50 


additional  workers  each  year.  Additional  workers  will  also  be 
needed  for  normal  replacement  needs,  due  to  quits,  retirements  and 
other  labor  separations. 

6.  Wholesale  and  Retail  Trade 

In  1974,  13,240  persons  were  employed  in  this  major  group,  highest 
of  all  industry  groups  in  Yellowstone  County,  (30*  of  all  workers). 
By  1980,  this  group  is  expected  to  employ  about  15,450  workers 
for  a  growth  rate  of  16.8%  over  1974  levels.  However,  this  compares 
with  a  growth  rate  of  33%  from  1970  to  1974.  With  this  anticipated 
growth  slow-down,  the  services  industry  is  expected  to  surpass 
trade  as  the  largest  employer.  However,  the  trade  industry  is  an 
extremely  important  industry  in  Yellowstone  County  and  the  bulwark 
of  the  area's  growth  in  the  post  World  War  II  era.  Also,  the  addition 
of  several  constructed  or  anticipated  shopping  centers  will  provide 
many  new  jobs  in  the  area. 

7.  Finance,  Insurance  and  Real  Estate 

This  industrial  group  is  expected  to  realize  a  moderate  rate 
of  growth  between  1974  and  1980,  with  employment  reaching  2,340 
workers  in  1980.  This  would  amount  to  a  7.5%  increase  or  160 
workers  from  the  1974  annual  average. 

8.  Services 

During  the  1970-1974  period  service  employment  increased  by  over 
2,300  workers  to  a  total  of  12,130  in  1974.  This  amounted  to  an 
increase  that  was  about  4%  below  the  average  increase  for  all 
industries  in  the  state.  However,  the  services  Industry  is  fore- 
casted to  employ  17,280  people  by  1980.  This  represents  a  gain 
of  5,150  workers,  42.5%  above  1974  levels.  As  such  only  public 
administration  is  expected  to  show  a  higher  rate  of  gain,  and  In 


terms  of  numbers  of  people,  the  services  industry  is  expected  to 
account  for  over  one-half  of  all  additional  jobs  in  the  area. 

9.  Public  Administration 

Employment  in  public  administration  is  forecast  at  3,010  for  1980. 
This  compares  with  2,050  in  1974  and  1,580  1n  1970.  Those  workers 
involved  in  this  group  include:  postal  services  and  federal,  state, 
and  local  administration  employees.  Job  opportunities  in  this 
group  are  expected  to  nearly  double  from  1970  to  1980.
